Tie movement to secure an enactment 
by the present general assembly of a law 
duthorizing the appointment of short- 
hand reporters in the couris of this state, 
first inaugurated through the columns of 
Tue ConsTiTUTION by tax payers in 
several sections of the siate, finds very 
general approval.

reasonable length of time be allowed 
him to review the decision. Ex-Judge 
Porter opposed any impediment being 
thrown in the way of the proceeding to 
prove the will. Mr. Van Pelt expressed 
a fear that the executor, if the will was 
admitted to probate, would proceed to 
pay the legacies, and thus place the 
estate beyond reach, should the decision 
be reversed by the supreme court.
